what nature or kind foever, and all meetings and aflemblies of 
any bodies politick or corporate, and all markets, fairs and 
marts, and courts thereunto belonging, which by any law, fta- 
tute, charter, cuftom or ufage are appointed, ufed or accuftomed 
to be holden and kept at any moveable time or times depending 
upon the rime of Eajier^ or any other fuch moveable feart as a- 
forefaid, (hall, from time to time, from and after the faid fecond 
clay of September^ be holden and kept on fuch days and times 
whereon the fame lhall refpedlively happen or fall, according to 
the happening or fallirig of the faid feaft of Eajier^ or fuch other 
moveable feafts as aforefaid, to be computed according to the 
faid new calendar, tables and rules. 

IV. And be it further enabled by the authority aforefaid, That 
the feveral meetings ot the court of fe/Tion, and terms fixed for 
the court of Exchequer in Scotland^ the April meeting of the go- 
vernor, bailiffs and commonalty of the company of confervators 
of the great level of the fens, and the holding and keeping of 
all markets, fairs and marts, whctlier for the fale of goods or 
cattle, or for the hiring of fervants, or for any other purpofe, 
w'hich are either fixed to certain nominal clays of the month, or 
depending upon the beginning, or any certain day of any months 
and all courts incident or belonging to, or ufually holden or kept

V, And whereas j according to divers cujhins^ prefer iptions and 
ufages^ in certain places within this kingdom^ certain lands and 
grounds arCy on particular nominal days and times in the year^ to bi 
opened for common of pajlurey and other purpofes ; and at other timeSy 
the owners and occupiers of fuch lands and grounds have a right t& 
iriclofe or Jhut up the jame^ for their own private ufe-, and there iSy in 
many other itiJlanccSy a temporary and dijiinSl property and right vefted 
in different perfons^ in and to many fuch lands and grounds y according to 
certain nominal days and times in the year t andwhereTis the antici^ 
fating or bringing fonvard ttoe faid nominal days and times y by tin 
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f^ee 6f eleven 4sys^ according to the Jaid new method of fupputatimt 
might be attended with many inconveniences', be it therefore further 
declared, provided and enadted by the authority aforefaid. That The times for 
nothing in this adt contained lhall extend, or be conftrued to 
extend, to accelerate or anticipate the days or times for tiie 
opening, inclofing or rtiutting up any fuch lands or grounds as altered,

W HERE AS Mdjcfty having it eritirely at heart td fecure 

the future welfare and happinefs of your people^ ivas graa- 
cujly pleafed to communicate to your parliament^ That you had mature^ 
ly confidcred^ that nothing can conduiC fo milch {under the protcolion 
of the divine providence) to the prejervation of the protejiant fuccef- 
fwi in your royal family^ and the fupport of the religion^ laws and h- 
lerties of thefe kingdoms ( luhich have ahvays been mojl dear to your 
Majefty ) as the making proper proviftons for the care and tuition of 
theperfon of your fuccejfor to the crown ^ and for the regular admini- 
firation of the government^ in cafe fuch fucccjjor fhould be of tender 
years^ by means whereof the fafety and princely education of fuch fuc^ 
cejjor may be fecured^ the publick peace and good order maintained^ and 
thefrength and glory of the crown of Great Britain fuffer no d 'mi^ 
nuiion ; for which reajons your Majcfty^ out of your paternal af 
fe^ion and tendernefs for your royal family^ and for all your faithful

CAP. XXV.

W HEREAS the making and keeping a free and open com^ 
municaticn between the city ^Carlifle and the town <?/New- 
caftle upon Tyne, by a road proper for the pajfage of troops^ horj'es 
and carriages^ at all times in the yeaf\ would be of great ufe and fer^ 
vice t^ the publick ; and it hath been found by experience^ that the 
•want of fuch road^ pajfage and communication^ hath been attended 
with great inconvenietue and danger to this kingdom : and whereas fuch 
road cannot be laid out^ or the charge of making the fame be defroy-^ 
edy otherwife than at the expence of the publick^ and by the authority

tain to foreign parts^ many great frauds and abufes are frequently 
contrived^ committed and carried on by fevera! ilUdefigmng perfons 
concerned in the different branches of bufmefs and trade in tobacco^ to 
the great prejudice of hjs Majejlfs revenue^ and to the great lofs and 
difeouragement of the fair traders^ fo that it is become rteeffary that
